Johnny Manning, the Sheriff of Dead- 


wood, D. T., was in St. Louie on busi- 
ness, and he remembered that the year 
before a St. Louis man had been up to 
Deadwood and left owing a man several 
hundred dollar*, which was to be paid 
as soon as be got home. 
Manning met 


him in St. Louis, and he said he would 
band him the money next day, but tbe 
day passed and the money did Dot come, 
though the man wae amply able to pay, 
So one morning Manning inserted a 
personal in a newspaper to the effect 
that if the man who left Deadwood be- 
tween two d&ys did not pay the money 
be forgot to pay, before night, the whole 
circumstance would be published the 
next day. The notice was signed 
"John Manning, Sheriff of Deadwood." 
Before nice o'clock a jonng man called 
at Manning's hotel and said he had 
come to pay $22 he bad borrowed to 
get out of Deadwood. 
Manning fo^nd 


out who the money was borrowed from, 
and took it to carry to the Deadwood 
citizen, remarking that he was not the 
man referred to, but it was a mighty 
mean sheriff who would not carry money 
to a friend. The n«xt man to call was 
the one he wanted, and he paid the 
money and apologized, and begged the 
sheriff to say nothing about it. 
During 


tbe day seven citizens of St. Louis 
called on Manning and paid him money 
for citizens of Deadwood, believing the 
sheriff had reference to them in h.s no- 
tice ; and after he had gone away, an- 
other citizen called and asked tbe clerk 
for Manning, but tbe clerk said tbe 
other fellows had all been there and 
paid up, and this man bad better keep 
bis money.

years after it broke out—Washington 
was able to announce to his army that 
all was over. We cannot believe that 
any one nowadays holds any other opin- 
ion than that of Fox. 
Had Cornwallis 


been able to carry out his plans, tbe 
struggle might have been protracted a 
li'tle longer. 
But the oolonis's could 


never have been crushed, and in the 
coming Napoleonic wars would undoubt 
edly have recovered what they had lost. 
When people arrive at a certain time of 
life they are apt to be a little oblivious 
ot birthdays. 
We are too old to cele- 


brate Runnjinede, Agincourt, Torbay, 
the Bill of Rights, or even Waterloo. 
But tbe Americans arc still young, and 
though their coming centennial is one 
in which they may perhaps feel some 
delicacy in asking us to join, we are not 
so thin skinned or so uncenerous as to 
be unable to appreciate the spirit in 
which they will ^celebrate it.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 14.—A 


disaster occurred at the fair ground* 
this afternoon, resulting in the destruc- 
tion of the main hall and all the sur- 
roundings. The fire broke out in tbe 
west end of tbe main hall at 4:45 p. m. 
At that hour tbe ball wasdensely pack- 
ed, and at once a panic seized upon the 
multitude. All efforts to quiet tbe ex- 
cited and terror-stricken people were of 


avail, cod in their confusion rushed 


lither and thither, trampling each other 
down, while shrieks, groans and cries 
filled tbe air. 
An immense heavy black 


cloud of smoke came from tbe burning 
building in vast volumes, and settled 
like * pall over tbe grounds, which 
were literally black with a moving mass 
of humanity, estimated at not less than 
20,000 people. A strong wind was 
blowing, and tbe fire spread with won- 
derful rapidity, quickly communicating 
to surrounding buildings. ID an almost 
incredible short space ot time tbe main 
building, with all its contents, was an 
unsightiy heap ol ashes. The flames 
leaped across the avenue to newspaper 
row, quickly swallowing up the build- 
ings of tbe Tinift, Journal and Mail, 
tbe secretary's office, and a Dumber of 
refreshment stands ro that vicinity.— 
They next attacked the grand stand, in 
which not less.than 12,000 people were 
seated at the time, watching the races. 
Tbe people fled in terror before the ad- 
vancing fire. Many fell and were tram- 
pled upon, and a large number maimed 
and mutilated. Tbe confusion was in- 
describable. A panic bad seized upon 
tbe vast multitude, and it seemed im- 
possible to quiet their fears. There- 
were no facilities at band for. extin- 
guishing the fire, and it did not stop- 
until there was GO more material for it 
to feed upon. 
Tbe fire department 


went to tbe grounds, but did not reach 
there in time to be of any service. 
It 


had to lay 1,500 feet of hose to get any 
water. 
The money, etc., of the associ- 


ation was saved from the secretary's 
office. 


Power Hall, Fine Art Hall and the 


stalls with all tbe horses were saved. 
Tbe fire started from a pile of rubbish 
lyfng on tbe ground outside the west 
entrance of the main hall.' A party of 
young fellows were standing in tbe 
doorway smoking, and tbe fire is sup- 
posed to have started by one of them 
throwing a cigarette stub into tbe pile 
of shavings. It is believed there was 
no loss of life, and no one is reported 
missing up to !he present time. 
Tbe 


losses will foot up fully $50,000, in- 
cluding buildings and their contents, 
Tbe losses are distributed among vari- 
ous 
exhibitors, and there was very 


little insurance. Tbe exposition com- 
pany loses about $10,000 on the build- 
ings destroyed. 
Tbe board of directors 


held a meeting after the fire, and an- 
nounced to tbe public that they will 
clear up tbe debris to night and proceed 
with the programme to morrow, begin- 
ning where it was broken off to day. 


SOME few years ago there was a stock 


of 6,000.000 gallons of fine whisky in 
store in Kentucky, the unpaid tax on 
which was 90 cents per gallon. Tb* 
time which this spirit could remain in 
store without payment of ibe tax was 
limited to one year. 
The demand for 


this sum of money was too great for tbe 
trade, and finally Congress extended tbe 
time to three years.

000,000 gallons now in store in that 
State.

tion of the abundance of money in the 
country seeking investment.

was 
gorged—everything 


went as high as it could possibly be 
pushed. 
Then the money seeking in- 


vestment engaged in the 
breadstuff^ 


and provision markets, and all commod- 
ities of that kind were raised to prices 
which have exceeded their possible ac- 
tual value. 
Then again speculation, 


fed by the great plethora of money, 
grappled the cotton market, and still 
later it bus undertaken to wrestle with 
th e oil markets. There are over 50,- 
000,000 gallons ot whisky down in Ken- 
tucky, representing, with tbe unpaid 
taxes, perhaps nearly $150,000,000, into 
which some persons have put their sur- 
plus money, and on which they expect 
to make large profits. 
This ii tbe bis- 


tpry of the dav. How long this infla- 
tion can be maintained remains to be 
seen. 


THE emigration reports ehow some 


curious (acts. It is rather surprising 
that out of the half million strangers 
that came to our shores laet year only 
forty-six were lawyers.

Ancient 1 Imepietes 


Bowls were used to measure time 


from which water, drop by drop,was 
discharged through a small aper- 
ture. Such bowls were calleJ water- 
elockp. It was then observed how 
much water from such bowl or cask, 
from sunrise till the shortest shad- 
ow, trickled down into another bow] 
placed beneath ; and this time, be- 
ing the half of the whole solar day, 
was divided into six hours. Con- 
sequently they took a sixth of the 
water which had trickled down,pour 
ed it into the upper bowl, and this 
discharged after one hour had ex- 
pired. But afterwards a more cou- 
venient arrangement was made; they 
observed how hi^h the water at 
each hour had risen in the lower 
jowl, marking ttiese points, and 
bus finding out bow many hours 
were till sunrise. 


With the Chinese, the water-clock 


or clepsydra, are very old. They 
used a round vessel filled with wa- 
ter, with a hole in the bottom,which 
IKS placed upon another vwsel.— 
While the water in the upper vessel 
msses down into the lower vessel it 
ubsided by 
degrees, announcing 


hereby the part of time elapsed 
The Babylonians are said to have 
used such interests ; from them the 
Greeks of Asia Minor got them, at 
he time of King Cyrus, about the 
year 5§0 before Chiist. The Ro- 
mans did not get the first water- 
clock before Christ. 
But, though 


he hours of the ckpsvdras did not 
•ary iu length, they still counted 
rom the morning. When the clock 
with us strikes seven, the ancients 
counted one; when the clock with 
IB strikes twelve the ancients count- 
ed six, and so on. 
This, method of 


•ounting the hour was, according to 
he New Testament, also customary 
n Palestine at the time of Chriet. 
The water-clocks had the advantage 
hat tht>y could be used in the night, 
nd the Romans used them LO divide 
heir night watches, which were re- 
lieved four times, both summer and 
winter. 
Conformably to these four 


night watches were counted.not only 
in Rome, but wherever a Roman 
garrison vas stationed; consequently 
also in Palt-stine after she had be- 
come a Roman .province.

THE LAST SLEEP. 


Benjamin P. Dodson, 8r.,at Eest-Brlef 


Blcetcb of bis Life. 


From Saturdays Daily. 


The announcement of the death of 


Benjamin F. Dodson, Sr.,. which occurred 
last night at about 11:30 o'clock, in the 
49th year of his age, will not be a matter 
of surprise to bur readers, as be has been 
near death's door for over two weeks on 
account o f ' a serious stomach trouble 
which baffled the skill of the family phy 
iiy physician. 
He commenced to fall 


about IS months ago, but was: able to be 
'around until about the first of the pres 
ent month, when be was forced from 
weakness and general prostration to re- 
main in bis bed. 
During his illness tbe 


'deceased received the best of care from 
bis family and friends 
He realized yes- 


terday afternoon that he conld live but a 
few hours longer, and so informed bis 
son-in-law. 


The deceased wa» born on June 13tbr, 


1833, at New Albany, Ind.,where be was 
for several years .engaged in the dry 
goods business, in which be was very 
successful. He resided at Keokuk, Ia., 
previous to his removal to Decatur in 
March, 1801, and while there he was in- 
terested in tbe newspaper business as a 
publisher. At the time of his removal to 
Decatur, Mr. .Dodson waacomparalively 
a young man, and be was always at tbe 
front in affairs affecting tbe growth and 
prosperity of tbe city. He was mainly 
instrumental in the organization of Young

Company 


No. 1, of which he was captain for 
a number of years. When in good health 
iJBje was an active and efficient volunteer 
flit cm u, ID 1867 and '63 be served as al 
dcTiii'iQ in tbe city council, representing 
&e fourth; ward. In 1870 Mr.' Dodson 
in 1 Mr. Henry Holmes received the con 
tract for building: the- Dacatur 
water 


works. This was ao unfortunate under 
taking for the deceased, as it was tbe 
commencement of bis financial downfall. 
Tbe works were built in '70 and '71. Mr. 
Dodson diep'ayed considerable, energy in 
cbmp'eting the contract, and would prob- 
ably bave succeeded had be been better 
acquainted with tbe character of tbe 
work and its many leakages. 
Before bis 


financial reverses tbe deceased purchased 
several substantial business houses on 
(lerchant street, all of which are now oc- 
cupied by prosperous firms. During bis 
residence here be bas been engaged in 
the wholesale and retail liquor business, 
and was associated in that trade with Mr. 
L R. Cam at the time of his death.

purposes is now about $1700, of whicb 
' 


sum about $1330 are required for current 
expenses, $130 for periodicals and papers 
for the reading room, leaving from $250 
to $800 for tbe annual purchase of books. 
Of course these figures sometimes vary, 
occasionally leaving a somewhat larger 
amount for tbe purchase of books. 


There are now belonging to the Libra- . 


ry about 4,403 books. Of these, 79 are 
. 


reference books, many of which are an 
old as to be nearly obsolete and almost 
useless as books of reference, 590 are of a 
character that ire seldom called for, anch 
as State and Government public docu- 
ments, leaving about 3,700 books toclr- 
late among upwards of 3,000 ticket hold- 
ers. 


Last year about 40,000 books were is- 


sued from the Library, which shows tbaU 
eacb book in actnal circulation Is drawn 
twelve limesjper year. Ia other words, 
the Library is entirely loaned cut every 
month in tbe year. It is estimated that 
each book loaned is read by at least two 
persons. The wear ' and tear of books 
may be judged from these statistics.
